We stated yesterday the unfortunate circumstances of Mr.O’Keefe, 
in the hope that some plan will immediately be adopted to relieve his 
distress, and mitigate the sorrows of declining age. ‘To make an ap- 
peal only to the compassion of the public, would be injustice and in- 
delicacy towards Mr. O'Keefe ; he has valid claims upon them, How 
many old recollections are associated with his name ?—how often has 
he smoothed the brow of care, and kindled the smile of innocent plea- 
sure. His situation forcibly brings to our recollection the absurdity 
and defects of our laws, respecting theatrical property ; were they 
just and adequate, Mr. O’Keefe, might now be in afluance. As they 
at present exist, any drama when once published, may be performed 
at any theatre; the Managers, at their own pleasure, playing the 
whole, or any part of it, or making any alterations which may suit 
their taste or convenience ; and this without giving the slightest re- 
rauneration to the autho-, whatever may be the profits which result 
to them from his production. If it te not published, a mannseript 
copy may be obtained, and the provincial theatres realize considera- 
ble sums by the representation, without paying one six-pence to him 
by whom they make their gains. ‘They manage these things better ia 
France.—lIn an excellent article on the subject, in Blackwood’s Ma- 
gazine, for August, it is stated, that a dramatic author in that coun- 
try. whatever may have been the price of his drama to the theatre, 
is by law entitled to the twenty first part of the gross rec.ipts of his 
piece, on every night of its performance, in every theatre of France, 
during his life, and for the benefit of his heirs, for ten years after 
his decease. There are three hundred circulating, or temporary 
theatres in France, and the stationary theatres, (like thore of our 
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great towns) are twenty ove; the revenue thus arising must be very 
considerable ; a few successful pieces place the anthor beyond the 
danger of want, and furnish a provision for his family. Kotzebue, ip 
his view of Paris, states, that the translater of his Stranger had al- 
ready made aboni 2400 sterling—Kotzebue himse If had sold the play 
for £40. He mentions a popvlar composer as receiving an income of 
£1200. a year sterling from the provinces, besides his returns from 
Paris. ‘The profits of some English plays have been very great ;— 
John Bull is said to have produced threughout the country £100,000 ; 
and this, perhaps, is too lowan estimate We cannot wonder, as the 
law now is in England, that so few men of high talent devote them- 
aelves to the drama, any other branch of literature will pay them bet- 
ter. Such an example as that of Mr. O'Keefe must alone operate as 
a standing warning. ‘fhe number of feeble comedies and tragedies, 
which are poured npon the mauagers of our two London theatres, in 
consequence of this state of things, compel them, in some degree, to 
have recourse to melo-drama and show, Were the law such as it js ip 
France, we should have a revival of dratmatic talent, and never see a 
man of genius, who has devoted the vigour of his mental powers to 
the service of the public, hastening to his grave in sorrow and desti- 
tution.— We may return to this subject again.
